FLEET TO IE BUILT. 

It ix dificult to say if the Britis: airship 
isis good until it has undergone proper 
triuls, It may look all right, but for sume 
reason or another it may be found that it 
will not go. From what I have seen and 
heard of it, however, [ think it will be 
found to be satisfactory. We are going 
ahead, although we have not got much 
money to spend over the experiments, but 
what little wo have is being well expended. 
Other ships are being laid down, and the 
trisls will show us what can be done with 
them, 

The largest airship is the German one of 
Count Zeppelin, which is over 400 feet 
Jong. T have seen it out twice. Although 
it is of such an enormous size, it is quite 
correct theoretically, but in practice it is a 
lig thing to manage, It hay gone thirty 
miles an hour, but not much has heen done 
with it lately, Building an airship is 
something like covstructing an Atlantic 
liner with no sinaliusteamer built in 
advance from which ta gain experience. 
The British airship is not built on the lines 
of that of Count Zeppelin, The Intter is 
like «4 ship with a big frame, covered 
in with stuff 10 make it rigid, and there ure 
xeveral separate balloons inside, fis | 
tuch larger than any others I tmve seen, 
and weighs several tons. 

WIND CURRENTS. 


The machines steer pretty well, but the 
wind, of course, is bound to affect balloon 


airships very largely, and their practical | N 


use would dopend upon the direction of ! 
the currents. They are propelled in the | 
same way asa steamer, but the groat dif- 
ference between n inarine steamer and an 
airship is that the former seldom uncoun- 
ters sen current running more than five 
miles an hour, whervas in the air wind 
currents blowing twenty or thirty miles 
an-hour are common. That is where the 
difficulty lies, and we must attain greater 
speed in order to stem the wind currents. 
[think it will be overcome. Wo get nir- 
ships now which can be propelled at. thirty 
miles an hout, and we ny reach fifty 
miles, but T do not think we shall go be- 
yond that with balloons, 

There is no doubt in my mind that the 
airship section will be the most important 
hranch of the service eventually, We can- 
not foresee what is in the future, but if we 
get_n machine capablo of going up in‘any ' 
weather and with a speed of thirty or forty. 
milos an hour—T think they may ultimately : 
go even fastor—it would certainly have a! 
tremendous effect not only on military but 
also on naval warfare. 

Their tr portance would lie in re- 
eonnoitring an enemy’s country, By their 
uid we could learn exactly where bodies of 
troops wete, they would be ablo to detect 
any fortifications and get plans of them, 
which would make an enormous differenco 
to nny army in the field, When one comes 
to think of the South African war ono can 
ses What an advantago un airship would 
have been to us thon. If every day we had 
known where the Boors were, and whero 
their entrenchments fay, it would have 
made nll the differencs in the world to that 
cunpaign, 

I do not believe that airships will bo of 
so inuch use in dropping explosives intoan 
cnemy’s camp or fortificntions, although it 
is possible that may come about. They 
would not be able to curry a great weight 
of projectile, but it may be that they cold ! 
bo armed with » very small sholl contain- 
ing a high explosive of light weight. 

NOW SEA BATTLES WILL BE AFFECTED. 

Tn naval warfare airships would bo 
able to go right over an enemy's 
harbours and ascertain what. ships were 
lying thore,. and. possibly they might 

sp oxplosives on, the ‘ships or in tho 
forts.. They could do immense damage 
so long.as the ‘ships had no guns which 
could fire directly. upwards. . I am! 
certain, however, - thaf-in “a - few ‘years’ 
timo. battleships, gs well as. land 
artillery, will possess- guns which’ ‘will 
bo sable to fire projectiles an immenso 
distance straight up in the air." That 
will. revolutionise fighting, and will have 


ad great an effect us the. submarine ‘has | 


importance to the Colonies to bo suffered 
to rest, and will doubtless exe long bo 
brought before n judicial tribunal, unless 
the prerogative hitherto exorcised by the 
Crown be voluntarily surrondered—which, 
for the sake of determining n great 
constitutional quustion, we could almost 


wish may not, be done. The process by 
which a decision nny be obtained is a very 
simplo one, it being only requisite that some 
colonist should resist payment of a tax on 
the ground of Blegality. This would subject 
him to onc of the penalties or forfeitures 
mentioned in the Act, in the ubape of dis- 
traint, followed, in the event of resistance, 
Ly fine or imprisnment, and an action 
might theroupon be brought against the 
parties sv demanding tho tax and. so

Privy Council. The expense would not 

reut, a mero trifle divided amongst 
those w! interests were involved, Such 
a proceeding would be much moro effectual 
and speedy a inode of obtaining redress 
than trusting to empty invective, however 
Vehemont or frequently ropeuted. The 
matter, however, if brought to judicial 
arbitramont, ought{o be tried only on somo 
strong case, and not riskod upon one about 
which o doubt could reasonably bo enter- 
tained, such as the Hongkong Police Rate. 

Mr Burge’s opinion, however important, 
is not declared Jaw, and we hava previously 
stated that it has been disputed by Mr 
Roebuck, whose standing as a barrister 
must be a considerable ono since, if our 
memory docs not deceive us, he was not 
long ago made ao Sorgennt-nt-Law by his 
political opponents “He is at all events 
a man of admitted talent, who hns had 
great. experience. in colonial matters, 
having, it may be remembored, at a critical 
juncture, neted as Parliamentary agent for 
Canada, und is by no means likely to be 
binssed in favour of arbitrury power in 
opposition to popular rights, 

t may also her be worth while to re- 
mark that in tho Bill of Rights, the 
political scriptures of the Englishman it is 
declared that “the levying of money for 
or to the uso of the Crown, by pretence of 
prerogative, without. grant of Parliament, 
for longor time, or in any other manner 
thon the same shall bo granted is illegal.” 
Now if this charter of our liberties is to te 
as strictly interpioted as it in contended 
othor acts relating to taxation ought to ba, 
ight it not be argucd that a Polico Rate, 
being for local purposer, und being more- 
over (inthe eventof Parliament withholding 
or rostricting its annual grant) indispensible 
for carrying out the Hongkong Act, is 
not levied ‘*far the uso of the Crown,” 
but for the use of that portion of its 
subjects who enjoy the bonofit ! 

Such considerations as these, and the 
circumstances of high authorities on con- 
stitutionnl law heing divided, may well 
infusc into the cditer of o Colonial 
newspaper _o little modesty of opinion, 
however distasteful it may be to the 
editor of “ The Friend,” who by the usual 
Prorogative of ignurance, generally pro- 
nounces tnoxt dogmatically on matters 
with which ho ig least acquainted. Our 
hesitation, however, is confined oxclusive- 


| ly to what regards such local taxation for 


local purposes; for we have nover enter- 
tained 2 doubt that as the Queen in Council 
cannot, by preten of prorogative, and for 
the wse of the Crown, levy taxes from her 
subjects without their consent, much less 
can she delegate the power to others. All 
ordinances therefore imposing such taxes, 
wo regard as ultra vires of a Governor and 
Logistative Council appointed by tho 
Quoon ; and if tho lows so declared, the, 
uight will probably not be contended for in 
any caso whatevor; and so the whole sys- 
tem of Colonial taxation, without direct 
represontation, willbe given up. Hence, 
wo repent, tha nocessity for resting the 
question on strong grounds. 


There is a peculnrity ia tlie constitution | 


of Hongkong which ought not to be passed 
unnoticed. .
